‘Serious crisis has. been reached 
in’ the life of many of the famous 
London clubs. Piaoe! 


‘ Committees and. secretaries ‘of 
clubs, the namea of which are known 
,the world over, are looking for: 
ward to the coming season withea 
-ureat deal of- perturbation, "These 
! clubs, ‘which are on the border line, 
will, unless they do well during the 
summer, have most uncomfortable 
rbalance-sheets.to face at the end of 
the year. * 

Half the: clubs in “London ‘are 
déing badly; their revenue does mot 
Expenses 

have risen during the past “two 
eat by about 20 per cent., Mem- 
bership has declined and there is 
no waiting list of prdpective new 
members. 

Some of the Service clubs have 
suffered the most,-and‘some of the 
political clubs almost as badly. 
There is oné great political club, 
which to-day. has a smaller mem- 
bership’ than at any time since the 
war, and tho roll of members is 
still, shrinking. 

Members of Parliament of the 
Conservative and Liberal. Parties 
jane all finding that their expenses 
will not permit of their. belonging 
; to a numberof clubs, and-the ma- 
jority of them are restricting their 


; membership tp one or two clubs 


only. 

Mr. Lloyd George, for example, 
has just resigned from two clubs, 
and other M.P.’s are following his 
example. 

“ We are all feeling ‘the pinch,”. 
said the secretary of one political 
club.‘ We are doing better than 
many others, but we have little to 
spare at the end of the year. Our 
membership has increased lately, 
but the money spent in the club 
is Jess per member than ever it was, 

“One of the best criterions of 
expenditure i is the wine account. I 
remember when it .was quite com- 
mon for 180 bottles of champagne 
to be ordered at dinner during a 
week. ‘Now the average-number. jn 
a week would be less than twenty, 
‘Members drink beer. or. “barley 
water, ; 

“Those two ‘ B's ’ are the trouble 
of club management.” 

“Two classes of eluds only 
doing well in London to-day,”. said 
another club secretary, “ They are 
the purely business, or professional 
club~which cater for one restricted 
grade of members—and the club 
which has tome kind of anorting act!
